The  Infant  Mortality  rate  was  again  favourable,  and 
for  the  second  year  in  succession  a new  low  record  was 
reached. 

The  City  was  remarkably  free  from  serious  infectious 
disease,  and  the  only  epidemic  of  note  was  one  of  Measles, 
which  occurred  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

I have  pleasure  in  again  expressing  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
support,  and  to  the  various  members  of  my  staff  for  their 
loyal  assistance.

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Social  Conditions., 

The  area  is  one  which  has  a variety  of  industries,  the 
qhief  sources  of  which  are  the  London,  Midland,  and 
Scottish  and  the  London  and  North  Eastern  Railway 
groups,  which  have  their  termini  in  the  City.  There  are 
also  engineering,  printing,  and  lithographic  works ; 
textile,  dyeing,  and  bleaching  works ; carpet  factories, 
breweries,  tanneries,  felt  hat  works,  biscuit  and  con- 
fectionery factories,  and  smaller  miscellaneous  trades. 
An  extensive  trade  is  also  carried  on  in  cattle  and  timber. 
There  is  a good  deal  of  female  labour  employed  in  textile 
factories,  and  also  in  connection  with  lithographic, 
biscuit,  carpet,  sweet,  and  several  other  industries.

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  805,  as 
compared  with  803  in  1930.  22  deaths  occurred  of 

persons  belonging  to  the  City  in  Institutions  and  other 
places  awajr  from  Carlisle,  while  the  deaths  of  144  persons 
not  belonging  to  the  City  occurred  in  public  institutions 
and  other  places  within  the  City.  Excluding  the  latter

Cancer. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  as  due  to  cancer  was 
09,  as  against  78  in  1930,  the  rate  of  mortality  from  this 
disease  being  1.1  per  1,000  of  the  population.

None  of  the  water  from  rivers  or  streams  in  the  area 
of  the  Authority  is  used  for  drinking  purposes,  and  no 
necessity  arose  for  any  action  to  he  taken  in  respect  of 
pollution. 

Sewerage. 

During  the  year  the  laying  of  a relief  sewer  for 
Newtown  district  has  keen  completed,  and  the  con- 
struction of  the  second  main  out-fall  sewer  alongside  the 
existing  one  is  now  nearing  completion. 

The  scheme  for  reconstructing  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works,  mentioned  in  the  Report  for  1930,  has  been  post- 
poned during  the  present  period  of  financial  difficulty. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  schools 
generally  is  satisfactory,  but  some  of  the  school  buildings 
are  old  or  out  of  date.  No  special  action  was  required  in 
connection  with  schools  in  order  to  safeguard  the  health 
of  the  children,  and  school  closure  was  not  considered 
necessary  in  any  instance  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infectious  disease.  The  usual  routine  measures  for 
ascertaining  and  investigating  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
together  with  exclusion  of  individual  scholars,  were 
carried  out. 


HOUSING. 

ITp  to  the  end  of  the  year  the  Corporation  had 
received  the  sanction  of  the  Minister  of  Health  for  the 
erection  of  2,929  houses,  422  being  of  the  parlour  type 
and  2,507  of  the  non-parlour  type.  Of  the  latter,  335 
are  two-bedroomed  houses  for  the  replacement  of  slum 
dwellings  demolished.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
Milk  Supply. 

The  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926, 
are  for  the  most  part  being  strictly  carried  out,  but  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  direct  the  notice  of  milkers 
in  some  instances  to  the  importance  of  keeping  the  hands 
clean  during  the  process  of  milking.  The  results  of 
bacteriological  examinations  of  milk  samples  indicate 
that  there  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  the  methods 
of  handling  milk,  and  this  will  no  doubt  occur  as  the 
producers  come  to  understand  the  value  of  the  tit  ei. 
There  are  indications  that  some  of  the  producers  are 
beginning  to  appreciate  the  benefit  of  holding  a nart 
licence,  and  everything  possible  is  being  one  c 
stimulate  this  movement. 
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Tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  2 samples  of  milk, 
both  of  which  were  produced  in  the  adjacent  county  area. 
In  each  instance  the  animal  was  traced  and  dealt  with 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

Intimation  was  received  from  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  another  area  that  a consignment  of  milk 
from  Carlisle,  which  was  stated  to  have  been  pasteurised, 
although  not  sold  as  such,  contained  tubercle  bacilli. 
This  case  entailed  a good  deal  of  work  in  connection  with 
investigation,  but  the  source  of  supply  could  not  be 
definitely  ascertained.  The  question  of  how  best  to  deal 
with  bulk  collection  of  milk  from  widely  scattered  areas 
is  still  receiving  attention. 

8 licences  have  been  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Order,  1923 — 1 to  the  Carlisle  Co-operative 
Society,  Ltd.,  and  1 to  the  Nestle  and  Anglo-Swiss 
Condensed  Milk  Co.,  in  respect  of  pasteurising  plant, 
and  6 to  retailers,  2 of  which  were  in  respect  of  Certi- 
fied Milk,  3 in  respect  of  Grade  A (Tuberculin  Tested) 
Milk,  and  l in  respect  of  Grade  A Milk. 

12  samples  of  Certified  Milk,  17  of  Grade  A (Tuber- 
culin Tested)  Milk,  and  7 of  Grade  A Milk  were  obtained 
and  submitted  for  the  statutory  bacteriological  tests, 
all  of  which  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Order. 

There  has  been  no  refusal  nor  revocation  of  registra- 
tion of  a retailer  of  a licence  for  graded  milk.

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

Tlie  Corporation  Public  Slaughter-houses,  controlled 
by  the  Public  Health  Department,  although  built  over 
40  years  ago,  are  well  equipped  premises,  and  were 
kept  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  A new 
arrangement  for  the  better  disposal  of  offals  was  made 
during  the  year  by  the  provision  of  means  of  egress  for 
the  garbage,  &c.,  at  a point  well  removed  from  edible 
meat  and  offals.  Improvements  were  also  effected  to 
the  lighting  and  ventilation  of  the  lairs,  and  a new 
midden  was  built. 

Three  licensed  private  slaughter-houses,  which  in 
two  instances  are  on  railway  premises  and  used  for  the 
slaughtering  of  sheep  for  the  London  and  Birmingham 
markets,  and  in  one  instance  for  the  slaughter  of  a small 
number  of  pigs  in  connection  with  a bacon  factory  in 
the  City,  were  regularly  inspected  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  With  the  exception  of  these,  the  whole 
of  the  animals  intended  for  consumption  in  the  City  are 
dealt  with  at  the  Public  Slaughter-houses. 

Inspection  of  meat  at  the  Public  Slaughter-houses 
is  performed  in  the  first  instance  bjr  the  Superintendent, 
who  retains  all  unsound,  diseased,  or  suspected  meat  for 
further  examination  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or 
Sanitary  Inspector.  Inspection  at  the  other  slaughter- 
houses and  premises  where  meat  is  sold  or  made  up  for 
food  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Humane  killers  of  the  Greener  and  Captive  Bolt 
types  are  employed  for  the  slaughter  of  all  animals.  On 
the  12th  Ocfbber  the  Ministry  of  Health  approved  the 
Corporation’s  application  for  a bye-law  requiring  pre- 
liminary stunning  of  all  animals  by  a mechanically 
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operated  instrument.  This  will  come  into  force  in 
January,  1932,  so  that  in  future  this  requirement  will 
apply  to  sheep  as  well  as  other  animals. 

A bye-law  in  force  within  the  City  prohibits  the 
hawking-  of  meat  within  the  City  boundary,  and  meat 
stalls  are  not  permitted,  except  those  provided  in  the 
covered  market,  which  is  owned  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Condemned  meat  and  offals  from  the  Public 
Slaughter-houses  are,  after  treatment,  consigned  to 
premises  outside  the  City  for  conversion  into  commercial 
products. 

Xo  samples  of  Artificial  Cream,  Condensed  Milk,  or 
Dried  Milk  were  submitted  for  examination. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

Chemical  examinations  are  carried  out  by  Cyril 
J.  H.  Stock,  Esq.,  B.Sc.,  F.I.C.,  &c.,  of  Darlington. 

Bacteriological  examinations,  with  the  exception  of 
specimens  from  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic,  are  carried 
out  at  the  Pathological  Department  of  the  Cumberland 
Infirmary,  Carlisle.  In  addition  to  samples  of  milk, 
the  following  examinations  were  carried  out,  viz. : — 

Throat,  nose,  and  ear  swabs  for  K.L.B.,  36;  urine, 
5;  faeces,  7;  cerebro-spinal  fluid,  1;  blood  for  culture,  2; 
blood  for  cell  count,  1;  blood  for  widal,  1;  liver,  1;  well 
water,  1. 

Nutrition. 

1,000  copies  monthly  of  “Better  Health  ” are 
circulated  by  the  Department,  the  issues  containing  local 
health  articles  of  general  interest,  in  addition  to  which 
lectures  and  addresses  have  been  given,  and  articles  con- 
tributed to  the  local  press,  by  members  of  the  Staff  of 
the  Department. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES, 

Infectious  Diseases  Generally. 

1,170  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  received 
during  (he  year,  74  of  which  related  to  various  forms  of 
tuberculosis,  and  1 ,096  to  other  infectious  diseases. 

31  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  the  seven  principal  - 
zymotic  diseases,  equal  to  a zymotic  death-rate  of  0.5  pei 
L000  of  the  population.  In  the  previous  year  22  deaths 
were  certified  as  due  to  zymotic  diseases.

Diphtheria. 

Approximately  the  same  number  of  cases  of 
diphtheria  was  notified  as  in  1930,  but  the  type 
experienced  was  more  severe. 

In  4 instances  the  patients  were  subsequently!  found 
not  to  be  suffering  from  diphtheria. 

0 deaths  occurred,  and  the  death-rate  for  this  disease 
was  0.1  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  at  all  ages. 
The  majority  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  cases  coming 
under  treatment  after  the  third  day  of  the  disease,  but 
in  2 instances  death  occurred  in  earlier  cases,  notwith- 
standing the  administration  of  large  doses  of  antitoxin.

Cases  admitted  from  the  Rural  District  comprised 
7 scarlet  fever  and  2 diphtheria. 

Cases  admitted  from  the  Cumberland  Infirmary, 
resident  in  areas  outside  the  City  or  Carlisle  Rural 
District,  comprised  4 erysipelas,  1 puerperal  pyrexia, 
1 cerebro  spinal  fever,  3 measles,  and  1 diphtheria  carrier 
admitted  for  operation. 

Only  1 of  the  cases  of  enteric  fever  was  a Carlisle 
resident,  and  1 of  the  nursing  staff  contracted  the 
disease  in  hospital. 

Two  cases  of  diphtheria  were  admitted  as  requiring 
tracheotomy,  but  in  only  1 case  was  the  operation  per- 
formed. The  other  case  died  immediately  after 
admission  from  heart  failure. 

Anti-scarlatina  serum  was  administered  in  27  cases. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  of  tuberculosis 
received  during-  the  year  was  T4,  of  which  64  were  from 
medical  practitioners  and  10  from  the  Authority’s  Medical 
Officers.  51  were  in  respect  of  pulmonary  and  23  of  other 
forms  of  tuberculosis.  14  additional  cases  came  to  the 
notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  otherwise  than 
by  notification,  making  a total  of  88  new  cases. 

As  compared  with  the  previous  year  there  is  a 
decrease  in  the  total  number  of  cases  and  also  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  but  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  non-pulmonary  cases. 

The  sex  incidence  of  all  new  cases  is  males  48, 
females  40;  divided  as  to  pulmonary,  males  30,  females 
28,  and  non-pulmonary,  males  18,  females  12. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  City  residents  was  50,  equal 
to  a death-rate  of  0.8  per  1,000  of  the  population  at  all 
ages.  39,  or  78  per  cent.,  of  the  deaths  were  due  to 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  0.6  per 
1,000. 

The  number  of  deaths  is  slightly  lower  than  the 
figure  for  1930,  while  the  proportion  due  to  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  is  very  slightly  increased.  16  per  cent,  of 
the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  who  had  not  been  notified, 
as  compared  with  21.1  per  cent,  in  1930.  A further  8 
per  cent,  died  within  a week  of  notification,  so  that  in 
one  quarter  of  the  cases  death  occurred  before  any  action 
could  be  taken  by  the  Authority.  62  per  cent,  survived 
for  more  than  one  month,  and  44  per  cent,  for  more  than 
three  months  after  notification.  These  figures  once  more 
point  out  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  notification  of  a 
disease  which,  in  most  cases,  is  of  a chronic  nature,  and 
which,  if  treated  in  its  earliest  stages,  is  curable  in  a 
high  percentage  of  cases. 

A closer  co-operation  between  the  medical 
practitioners  of  the  City  and  the  Public  Health 
Authority,  whereby  the  former  availed  themselves  of  the 
facilities  for  diagnosis  and  treatment,  would  go  far  to 
minimise  the  existing  conditions.  The  medical  men, 
however,  are  not  by  any  means  entirely  responsible,  oi 
in  many  cases  the  disease  is  already  far  advanced  io  ore 
the  patient  seeks  advice  Owing  to  the  insidious  onset 
of  the  disease  the  patient  does  not  realise  the  seriousness 
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of  the  complaint,  and  fails  to  apply  for  expert  advice 
until  it  is  too  late.  These  factors  detract  considerably 
from  the  efficiency  of  any  scheme  devised  for  the  pre- 
vention and  treatment  of  tuberculosis.

126  new  cases  were  examined  in  connection  with  the 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary  during  the  year,  in  addition  to 
1 case  transferred  from  another  area.  47  of  these  cases 
were  contacts,  3 of  which  were  found  to  be  definitely 
tuberculous  and  the  remainder  not  tuberculous. 

Of  79  cases  notified  or  referred  as  suspected  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  49  were  definitely  tuber- 
culous and  the  remaining  30  were  not  considered  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

Of  the  52  new  cases  definitely  tuberculous,  37  were 
pulmonary  and  15  non-pulmonary,  40  being  adult  cases 
and  12  children. 

170  cases  previously  on  the  Dispensary  Register 
submitted  themselves  for  re-examination,  bringing  the 
total  number  of  persons  under  supervision  to  297. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Dispensary 
was  549,  of  which  240  were  by  insured  persons,  179  by 
school  children,  and  130  by  other  categories. 

The  number  of  sessions  devoted  to  the  work  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary  was  131,  the  average  attendance 
being  4.2. 

The  number  of  cases  referred  by  general  practitioners 
to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  with  the  object  of  arriving 
at  a definite  diagnosis  in  doubtful  cases,  was  14. 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  248  cases 
on  the  Dispensary  Register,  in  2 instances  the  diagnosis 
not  being  completed.  After  the  yearly  revision  there 
remained  228  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
of  which  number  169  were  pulmonary  and  59  non- 
pulmonarv. 

Patients  were  supplied  with  Cod-Liver  Oil  and  Malt 
or  Virol  in  24  instances. 

The  number  of  sputa  examinations  for  the  presence 
of  tubercle  bacilli  was  11  more  than  last  year. 

47  cases  in  all  were  dealt  with  at  Blencathra 
Sanatorium.  The  average  duration  of  residential  treat- 
ment in  respect  of  the  41  patients  discharged  during  the 
year  was  199.7  days,  7 staying  less  than  three  months, 
21  over  three  months  and  under  six  months,  and  13  over 
six  and  less  than  twelve  months.  One  patient  died  in 
in  the  Institution.  The  average  period  of  residence  in 
respect  of  the  5 patients  still  undergoing  treatment  in 
the  Sanatorium  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  188  days. 

33  cases  in  all  were  dealt  with  in  the  Pavilion  Beds 
at  Fusehill  Hospital,  and  the  prejudice  which  existed  on 
account  of  the  association  with  the  Poor  Law  Institution 
is  gradually  disappearing.  Careful  attention  to  dietary, 
nursing  arrangements,  and  the  general  comfort  of  the 
patients  has  contributed  to  this  happy  result,  and  the 
provision  of  beds  for  advanced  cases,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  has  supplied  a long 
felt  want.  The  average  number  of  beds  occupied 
throughout  the  year  was  5. 

2 cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  admitted 
to  the  Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  both  being 
discharged  before  the  end  of  the  year.  The  average 
duration  of  residence  of  these  two  patients  was  212  days. 

The  arrangements  for  X-ray  examinations  made  with 
Dr.  IL  Connell,  who  holds  the  position  of  Honorary 
Radiologist  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary,  were  con- 
tinued, and  41  cases  were  referred  to  him  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  reports  received  in  respect  of  insured 
persons  was  109. 

Xo  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health

During-  the  year  117  persons  residing-  in  Carlisle 
were  under  treatment  or  observation  for  the  first  time 
at  the  Clinic  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary,  a decrease  of 
29  compared  with  the  figure  for  1930. 

23  patients  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  syphilis, 
11  from  soft  chancre,  52  from  gonorrhoea,  and  31  from 
conditions  other  than  venereal,  and  613  doses  of 
arsenobenzol  compounds  were  administered.  2,976 
attendances  were  made  by  these  patients. 

5 medical  practitioners  in  the  area  are  entitled  to 
free  supplies  of  arsenobenzol  compounds,  and  14  doses 
were)  issued  during  the  year. 

14  specimens  of  pathological  material  for  Wasser- 
mann  re-action  were  sent  on  behalf  of  medical 
practitioners.

increased  this  year,  chiefly  in  connection  with  boarded- 
out  children  and  with  epidemics  of  measles  and  whooping 
cough,  2,468  visits  having  been  paid  in  connection  with 
these  diseases.  The  number  of  homes  visited  was  872 
more  than  in  1930,  and  the  number  of  routine  visits  to 
children  under  5 years  was  814  more  than  in  1930. 
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Inspection  of  Midwives. 

Before  the  end  of  J anuary,  18  certified  midwives  gave 
notice  of  intention  to  practise  during  1931,  7 notifications 
were  delayed  until  February,  and  on  various  occasions 
throughout  the  year  7 other  midwives  notified  their 
intention  to  practise,  making  a total  of  32.  1 midwife 

ceased  practice  on  taking  up  another  appointment,  and 
1 left  for  employment  elsewhere,  leaving  30  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  1931.  13  of  the  midwives  practise 

privately,  7 are  employed  by  the  District  Nursing- 
Association,  5 work  exclusively  in  Private  Nursing  Homes, 
and  5 are  attached  to  Public  Institutions.  3 of  the  mid- 
wives who  practise  privately  have  small  Nursing  Homes 
in  addition. 


The  midwives  engaged  in  private  practice,  and 
excluding  those  employed  in  hospitals,  attended  a total  of 
354  confinements,  i.e.,  24  more  than  in  1930.

Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

The  number  of  attendances  by  expectant  mothers' 
was  947,  or  106  more  than  last  year ; 248  were  first  visits 
of  new  patients. 

Patients  are  encouraged  to  attend  the  Clinic  for 
post-natal  examination  a month  after  confinement,  a 
facility  of  which  advantage  has  not  yet  been  extensively 
taken. 

Infant  Consultations. 

At  the  Clinics  for  children  up  to  five  years  of  age 
there  were  1,580  attendances,  or  143  less  than  in  1930; 
287,  of  which  266  were  under  one  year,  were  first 
attendances  of  new  cases. 

It  is  disappointing  to  find  that  in  spite  of  consider- 
able publicity  only  17  children  attended  for  immunisation 
against  diphtheria.  This  form  of  active  immunisation 
is  the  only  certain  way  to  prevent  fatalities,  especially 
in  the  serious  form  of  the  disease  which  was  prevalent 
during  1931,  and  its  wide  application  in  largie  cities, 
notably  Philadelphia,  has  proved  its  efficiency. 

Voluntary  Agency. 

Babies’  Welcome  and  School  for  Mother, s. 

Each  week  one  of  the  three  Voluntary  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  is  visited  by  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  Attendances 
are  'fairly  well  maintained,  and  ailing  children  are 
referred  for  special  attention  to  the  Infant  Clinic  at 
George  Street  or  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic.  In  addition  to 
the  287  new  cases  seen  at  the  Corporation  Clinics,  162 
new  cases  were  seen  at  the  Voluntary  Centres,  making 
449  children  seen  for  the  first  time  during  the  year.

Free  Provision  of  Milk  by  the  Corporation. 

The  facilities  in  this  respect  were  considerably 
increased  during  the  year,  and  2,901  gallons  of  milk  were 
supplied  free  of  cost  to  280  families  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  tire  feeding  of  infants  and  to  nursing  mothers. 
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Provision  of  Ancillaries. 

Sterilised  maternity  outfits  for  patients  for  whom 
the  doctor  or  the  midwife  considers  that  this  provision 
is  desirable  are  provided  at  cost  price,  or  in  approved 
cases  at  a reduced  price  or  free. 

Still-births. 

The  number  of  still-births  notified  was  53,  and  in 
addition  there  was  1 not  notified,  making  altogether  54, 
6 more  than  in  1930.  Of  this  number  5 were  horn  of 
parents  not  resident  in  the  City,  the  mother  having  the 
confinement  in  Carlisle  on  account  of  some  special 
difficulty.  The  total  still-birth  rate  was  50.6  per  1,000 
births  and  still-births  registered  in  1931,  or  5.4  per  1,000 
more  than  in  1930.  54  still-births  were  duly  registered 

preliminary  to  burial  in  the  Carlisle  Cemeteries,  as 
required  by  the  Act.  The  still-birth  rate  for  the  Carlisle 
area  alone  was  45.9  per  1,000. 

9 of  the  still-births  were  illegitimate,  8 being  City 
cases,  giving  an  illegitimate  still-birth  rate  of  103.9  per 
1,000  illegimate  registered  births  and  still-births;  the 
legitimate  still-birth  rate  was  41.5.  34  of  the  still  births 

were  males  and  20  females. 

A feature  of  the  analysis  of  still-births  is  the  large 
number  caused  by  malpresentation,  a defect  which  in  most 
cases  can  be  corrected  ante-natally.  Ante-natal  super- 
vision should  also  reduce  the  number  of  still-births  due 
to  craniotomy.

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Infant  Mortality. 

Tlie  total  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
in  the  City  was  66,  giving  a net  infant  mortality  rate  of 
65.2  per  1,000  registered  births.  The  rate  is  the 
lowest  ever  recorded  for  the  City,  being-  slightly  lower 
than  that  for  1930,  which  was  the  lowest  rate  previously 
recorded. 

There  were  3 deaths  in  which  gastro-enteritis  was 
given  as  the  cause  in  the  certificate,  but  as  the  deaths 
occurred  before  July  they  were  not,  strictly  speaking-, 
cases  of  summer  diarrhoea.  This  is  equal  to  a rate  of 

2.9  per  1,000  registered  births,  5.9  per  1,000  less  than 
in  1930'. 

The  number  of  deaths  caused  by  prematurity  and 
other  diseases  of  the  newly  born  was  29,  11  less  than  last 
year. 

The  neo-natal  death-rate  remains  practically  the  same 
as  last  year,  there  having-  been  10  more  still-births  in  the 
City. 

27  of  the  total  number  of  infant  deaths,  or  10  less 
than  in  1930,  occurred  before  the  child  was  one  month 
old.  20  of  the  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  week 
of  life,  including  10  which  occurred  before  the  child 
had  lived  for  24  hours. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  bronchitis  and  pneumonia 
was  19,  i.e.,  18.7  per  1,000,  and  this  figure  does  not 
include  9 deaths  from  measles  and  whooping  cough,  which 
were  complicated  by  chest  complication. 

The  death-rate  from  infectious  diseases  was  higher 
than  in  1930,  as  there  were  4 deaths  from  measles,  or 

3.9  per  1,000,  and  5,  or  4.9  per  1,000,  from  whooping 
cough,  as  compared  with  0 and  2.9  per  1,000  respectively. 
There  were  2 deaths  from  tubercular  meningitis. 

The  favourable  infant  mortality  rate  for  1931  is  the 
more  gratifying  as  it  occurred  in  spite  of  epidemics  of 
measles,  whooping  cough,  and  influenza,  with  their 
respiratory  complications  which  are  so  fatal  to  young 
children. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  legitimate  children  was  57, 
or  60.5  per  1,000  legitimate  births.  The  number  of 
deaths  of  illegitimate  children  resident  in  the  City  was 
9,  7 males  and  2 females,  equal  to  a rate  of  130.4  per 
1,000  illegimate  births.

Maternal  Mortality. 

During  the  year  five  deaths  occurred,  within  21  days 
of  the  confinement,  of  mothers  resident  in  Carlisle.  In 
addition  there  were  2 deaths  transferable  to  the  County 
area. 

The  deaths  of  those  resident  in  the  City  were  found 
to  be  due  to  haemorrhage  following  miscarriage  in  2 cases, 
thrombosis  following-  caesarean  section  in  1 case,  heart 
failure  after  craniotomy  in  1 case,  and  cerebral 
haemorrhage  due  to  nephritis  in  1 case. 

The  average  maternal  mortality  rate  over  the  past 
10  years  is  equal  to  4.15  per  1,000  births. 


Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

10  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia  and  3 of 
puerperal  fever  were  received.  1 case  notified  as  puerperal 
pyrexia  died  of  influenzal  pneumonia,  from  which  disease 
the  patient  was  suffering  before  the  birth  of  the  child. 
In  this  case  the  death  was  transferable  to  the  County 
area. 

1 case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  occurred  in  the  practice 
of  a midwife.  Of  the  total,  8 cases  were  treated  in 
hospitals  and  the  other  5 remained  in  their  own  homes 
for  treatment. 
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Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 

At  the  beginning'  of  the  year  4 homes  were'  registered 
under  the  JNursmg  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927.  1 new 

home  has  been  registered,  1 lias  changed  its  premises, 
while  1 previously  discontinued  has  been  re-registered 
under  the  same  management  in  the  same  premises  as 
formerly,  leaving  6 on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1931. 

17  visits  were  paid  to  these  homes  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

16  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified  by 
medical  practitioners,  all  but  one  being  definitely  cases 
of'  purulent  ophthalmia. 

In  11  instances  both  eyes  were  affected,  and  in  the 
remaining  cases  1 eye  only ; in  every  case  recovery  was 
complete,  no  permanent  damage  resulting. 

The  nurses  of  the  District  Nursing  Association 
undertook  the  treatment  of  3 severe  cases,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  doctor  in  charge  of  the  case.  Treat- 
ment in  respect  of  the  milder  cases  was  carried  out  at 
home  under  the  direction  of  the  medical  practitioner  in 
attendance.

43,676  bovine  animals  exposed  for  sale  at  the  Sands 
Cattle  Market  and  the  Auction  Marts  were  examined, 
and  152,977  sheep  and  18,515  pigs  were  examined  at 
the  Auction  Marts. 

1 case  of  suspected  anthrax  was  notified,  and 
microscopical  examination  of  the  blood  confirmed  the 
presence  of  the  disease. 

4 cows  were  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  1925. 

16,769  imported  cattle  from  Ireland  and  5,966  free 
cattle  were  exposed  for  sale  at  the  Sands  Authorised 
Market,  making  a toal  of  22,735,  a decrease  of  11,298 
compared  with  1930. 

During  the  year  parts  of  Messrs.  Harrison  and 
Hetherington’s  Botchergate  and  Earl  Street  Marts  were 
licensed  for  the  sale  of  animals  imported  from  Ireland 
and  the  Isle  of  Man,  and  150  cattle  and  361  sheep  were 
exposed  for  sale. 

In  the  early  summer  an  outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth 
disease  in  Irish  cattle  occurred  near  Milnthorpe,  and 
other  outbreaks  occurred  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 
On  20th  -Tune  a Standstill  Order  was  made  for  the  whole 
of  Great  Britain,  and  appropriate  action  was  taken  to 
prevent  movement  of  animals.  All  markets  in  the  City 
were  closed  from  20th  -Tune  to  25th  July,  and  during 
that  period  583  licences  were  granted  for  the  movement 
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of  fat  stock  to  the  Public  Slaughter-houses  for  immediate 
slaughter.  During  the  September  quarter  a further  out- 
break occurred  near  the  City,  which  again  necessitated 
the  closing  of  all  Auction  and  Cattle  Markets. 

On  17th  August  information  was  received  that  3 
cows  had  been  despatched  from  Longtown,  and  on 
examination  I found  one  to  be  excessively  lame  in  the 
hind  leg  and  gave  instructions  for  it  to  be  destroyed. 
Post  mortem  examination  revealed  old  standing  disease 
in  the  hip  joint,  and  the  owner  was  prosecuted  and  fined 
£2  and  costs. 

I regret  to  report  that  during  the  year  an  outbreak 
of  influenza  occurred  among  the  horses  belonging  to  the 
Corporation,  four  of  which  developed  pneumonia.  One 
case  was  septic  and  had  to  be  slaughtered,  and  the  other 
three  recovered  after  three  weeks  illness.

5 
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DRAINAGE,  &c. 

The  supervision  of  drainage  and  sanitary  works 
necessitated  896  inspections  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  new  drains  laid  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Department  was  27,  and  14  others  were  repaired.  Smoke 
or  colour  tests  were  applied  to  58  drains  and  the  water 
test  to  a further  46. 

Three  ashpits  were  abolished. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  number  and  description  of  the  offensive  trades 
in  the  City  are  1 tripe  boiler,  1 gut  scraper,  and  1 fell- 
111  on  ger. 

Certain  premises,  licensed  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1907,  for  the  reception  of  hides 
and  skins  were  closed  during  the  year.  22  visits  were 
made  to  offensive  trade  premises,  which  were  conducted 
satisfactorily  and  without  complaint. 

AIR  POLLUTION. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  undertaken  in  consequence 
of  dense  smoke  from  factory  chimneys  during  the  year, 
although  four  letters  were  addressed  to  firms  directing 
their  attention  to  intermittent  emissions  of  dense  black 
smoke  from  chimneys. 

55  observations  of  chimneys  were  taken  during  the 
year,  and  the  average  emission,  in  minutes,  of  dense  black 
smoke  per  half  hour  from  offending'  chimneys  was  only 
.9.  Byelaws  in  this  behalf  usually  provide  for  a maxi- 
mum emission  of  two  (in  some  cases  three)  minutes  dense 
smoke  per  half  hour.  No  complaint  was  received  of 
atmospheric  pollution  from  any  other  source. 

LAVATORIES,  URINALS,  &c. 

The  public  urinals,  which  number  21,  were  kept 
satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

In  January,  new  underground  conveniences,  with 
accommodation  for  both  sexes,  were  opened  in  Court 
Square,  following  the  abolition  of  two  insanitary  urinals. 
Later  in  the  year  two  additional  urinals  were  taken  over 
by  the  Department  and  opened  to  the  public.  One  of 
these  had  previously  been  reserved  for  the  Puseliill  Stieet 
Bowling  Green,  and  the  other  was  attached  to  the  Public 
Market.  Improvements  in  lighting  and  approach  weie 
effected  at  each. 
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REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Staff,  &c. 

A staff'  of  40  men,  including'  foremen,  destructor 
and  tip  attendants,  is  employed  in  refuse  removal  and 
disposal.  The  9 horses  and  4 S.D.  freighters  engaged 
upon  this  work  are  kept  at  the  stables,  Boustead’s 
Grassing.  5 other  horses,  under  the  charge  of  the  horse- 
keeper,  are  used  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department,  which 
has  charge  of  the  street  cleansing,  &e.,  work.  A new 
patent  tipping  waggon  (horse  drawn)  was  purchased 
during  the  year. 

Collection. 

House  and  trade  refuse  is  removed  daily  from  the 
central  portion  of  the  City,  and  in  other  districts  twice 
or  thrice  weekly,  according  to  locality.  There  is  a 
separate  weekly  collection  of  paper  from  shops,  which 
averages  1,000  bags  per  week,  bags  being  supplied  free 
by  the  Department.  Twenty-four  tons  of  this  paper  were 
baled  and)  sold,  though  the  Market  was  closed  to  us  from 
July  to  November.  The  refuse  is  not  weighed  before 
disposal.  Ten  letters  were  sent  respecting  irregularities 
on  the  part  of  householders  or  traders 

Disposal,  &c. 

The  method  known  as  “ controlled  ’ tipping"  was  put 
into  operation  in  March,  and  has  been  thoroughly  and 
successfully  carried  out  at  four  tips,  and  will  be  extended 
to  three  others  as  circumstances  permit. 

The  conditions  at  the  older  form  of  tip  have  been 
improved  during  the  year.  A new  tip  was  opened  at 
Longsowerby,  and  an  unsatisfactory  one  at  XJpperby  was 
practically  completed.  Refuse  from  this  locality  will 
in  future  be  dealt  with  at  a new  controlled  tip  to  be 
opened  on  Corporation  land  at  Currock. 

A small  destructor  is  maintained  for  the  incinera- 
tion of  shop  refuse,  paper,  various  rubbish,  fish  offals,  &c. 
60  per  cent,  of  this  material  is  delivered  by  private 
traders.  In  January  shopkeepers  ‘were  circularised 
regarding  the  separation  of  ashes  from  shop  refuse,  and 
as  a result  of  their  co-operation  trade  refuse  is  now  dealt 
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with  at  the  destructor;  this  lias  minimised  the  nuisance, 
which  was  the  subject  of  complaint  some  years  ago, 
respecting-  the  putrefying-  org-anic  refuse  at  tips. 

A new  separate  unit  was  added  to  tihe  destructor 
in  October,  but  the  question  of  replacing'  the  present  40- 
years-old  and  unsatisfactory  one-eelled  furnace  will 
require  early  consideration,  as  the  frequent  repair  and 
maintenance  of  the  flues  is  proving-  costly. 

Two  completely  tipped  areas  have  been  taken  over 
as  playing-  fields,  and  present  developments  include  the 
formation  of  a new  roadway,  the  erection  of  a terrace 
upon  waste  land,  the  preparation  of  further  playing 
grounds,  and  the  reclamation  of  land  liable  to  floods. 

Propagandai  work  on  the  subject  of  disposal  of  house 
refuse  was  undertaken  by  the  inclusion  of  two  entries, 
bearing-  slogans,  in  processions  at  Carnivals.  The 
Department’s  exhibits  attracted  considerable  attention, 
being  awarded  first  and  second  prizes  respectively.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT. 

The  Corporation  continues  to  pay  2d.  per  head  for 
rats  delivered  at  the  Destructor,  and  during  the  year 
7,234  rats  were  destroyed  there. 

Raids  at  the  refuse  tips  were  continued,  and  the  use 
of  a cyanogas  pump,  purchased  by  the  Department  during 
the  year,  together  with  the  use  of  poisons,  and  of  ferrets 
and  dogs  by  other  persons,  have  had  very  satisfactory 
results.  It  may  now  be  said  that  it  is  the  exception, 
rather  than  the  rule,  to  find  rats  on  any  of  the  Corpora- 
tion’s refuse  tips  or  stable  premises. 

33  visits  of  inspection  were  made  in  consequence 
of  complaints  of  rats  on  private  premises.  Where 
necessary  the  drains  were  tested  and  advice  given 
respecting  the  extermination  of  the  pest. 

Propaganda  during  the  National  Rat  Week  included 
the  exhibition  of  posters  at  railway  yards  and  other 
places ; and  advice  lea  flets,  bearing  prescriptions,  were 
distributed  from  the  Office.  A number  of  lantern  slides, 
setting  out  facts  in  connection  with  the  rat  menace,  were 
again,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Management,  shown 
at  three  picture  houses. 
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HYGIENE  OF  PICTURE  HOUSES,  THEATRES,  &c. 

In  accordance  with,  a circular  from  the  Minister  of 
Health,  54  inspections  of  places  of  public  entertainment 
were  made.  There  are  7 Picture  Houses  and  2 Theatres. 
1 new  ££  super”  Cinema  was  opened  during  the  year,  at 
which  provision  is  made  for  warming  the  incoming  air 
by  means  of  coils,  the  air  being  also  washed  and  purified 
by  spraying'  with  water. 

At  one  Theatre  improvements  were  made  in  the 
approach  and  in  the  arrangement  of  sanitary  conveni- 
ences, and  at  the  other  complete  re-decoration, 
together  with  the  substitution  of  tip-up  seats  for  forms 
was  undertaken.  One  small  Picture  House  was  re- 
decorated in  October. 

Generally,  more  attention  could  be  given  to  the 
matter  of  efficient  ventilation  by  securing  movement  of 
air  adequate  for  cooling  and  evaporation,  rather  than  by 
placing  too  much  reliance  upon  the  thermometer. 

With  one  exception,  which  is  receiving  attention, 
the  sanitary  conveniences  are  well  placed,  and  in  all  eases 
were  kept  very  satisfactorily  during*  the  year. 

VAN  DWELLINGS. 

The  only  vans  requiring  supervision  were  those 
congregated  on  the  Sands,  where  they  are  provided  with 
necessary  sanitarjr  conveniences,  water  supply,  &c. 
During  Fair  times,  when  the  vans  are  more  numerous, 
special  enquiries  were  made  with  regard  to  the  discovery 
of  infectious  disease,  &c.  334  vans  were  visited  through- 
out the  year. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

The  administration  of  the  Factory  and.  Workshop 
Act,  1901,  and  Welfare  Orders  under  the  Police, 
Factories,  &c.,  Act,  1916,  necessitated  195  visits  to 
factories  and  workshops. 

16  notices  were  served  directing  attention  to 
nuisances.  In  1 instance  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories 
reported  a matter  remediable  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts.  This  received  attention,  and  the  Inspector  was 
subsequently  acquainted  with  the  action  taken. 
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There  are  ‘-2  underground  bakehouses,  both  of  which 
are  suitable  as  regards  construction,  light,  ventilation, 
and  in  all  other  respects. 

FRIED  FISH  AND  POTATO  SHOPS. 

The  Register  contains  the  names  of  38  persons  who 
carry  on  this  trade,  and  24  visits  were  paid!  to  fish  frying 
premises.  There  were  no  complaints  respecting  the  conduct 
of  the  trade  and  no  nuisance  committed  on  premises,  but 
a considerable  contribution  to  the  litter  of  the  streets 
is  caused  by  people  who  partake  of  this  commodity 
alfresco,  afterwards  discarding  the  paper  wrapping  on 
the  street.  The  trade  is  not,  in  this  City,  scheduled  as 
an  “ offensive  trade.” 


DAIRIES. 

The  number  of  dairies  registered  is  92.  Of  these, 
78  are  retailers  (47  of  whom  reside  outside  the  City)  and 
14  producers,  the  latter  occupying  30  byres.  The  general 
standard  of  these  byres  is  now  very  satisfactory,  and  all 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order. 
1 byre  was  improved  during  the  year,  the  work  including 
the  erection  of  a new  milk-house,  the  installation  of  the 
Corporation  water  supply,  the  removal  of  a loft,  lining''  of 
ceiling  with  boards,  increase  of  lighting”,  and  means  for 
permanent  Ventilation.  In  another  case  premises  were 
converted  into  a byre  for  the  production  of  Grade  A milk 
by  the  removal  of  a loft,  boarding  of  ceiling,  breaking 
out  of  new  windows,  paving  of  fore-court,  provision  of 
milk-house,  and  installation  of  the  Corporation  water 
supply. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Frequent  inspections  are  made  at  premises  where 
meat,  fish,  fruit,  &c. , are  soldi  or  exposed  for  sale,  and  all 
butchers’  shops  are  fitted  with  windows.  A few  of  the 
premises  where  meat  foods  are  made  up  are  not  all  that 
could  be  desired,  and  it  is  hoped,  in  the  near  future,  to 
establish  several  lock-up  premises  for  this  purpose  at  the 
Public  Slaughter-houses,  which  would  secure  centralisa- 
tion from  an  inspection  point  of  view,  as  well  as 
convenience  to  traders. 
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12  tradesmen  received  notices  directing  tlieir 
attention  to  breaches  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regu- 
lations or  general  uncleanliness  of  premises,  utensils,  &c. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  unsound  or  diseased 
food  was  surrendered  voluntarily,  but  a Magistrate’s 
Order  was  considered  necessary  in  one  case  where  the 
owner  was  not  available. 


ICE  CREAM. 

The  number  of  premises  where  ice-cream  is  manu- 
factured for  sale  is  12,  but  the  commodity  is  retailed  by 
numerous  shop-keepers.  There  is  no  enactment 
compelling  registration  of  manufacturers  of  ice-cream, 
hence  a certain  amount  of  vigilance  is  required  to  ensure 
that  all  premises  where  manufacturing  is  carried  on 
receive  attention.  The  general  character  of  manu- 
facturing conditions  and  storage  is  satisfactory. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 

The  total  number  of  samples  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  during  the  year  was  196.  Samples  of  a perish- 
able nature  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
preservatives  under  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives  in 
Food)  Regulations,  1927,  and  in  each  case  the  amount 
of  preservative  was  within  the  prescribed  limits. 


One  sample  of  gin,  taken  informally,  was  reported 
as  being  below  proof,  but  a further  (formal)  sample  sub- 
mitted was  classed  by  the  Analyst  as  genuine.  The 
vendors  in  this  ease  were  warned. 


With  regard  to  milk,  the  Analyst  reported  adversely 
upon  7 samples.  Two  of  the  cases  referred  to  samples 
of  milk  from  cows  sent  into  an  Auction  Mart,  held  on 
one  day  per  week.  The  udders  of  these  cows  are  allowed 
to  become  somewhat  distended  with  a view  of  indicating 
their  yield,  only  the  fore  milk  being  drawn  to  give  relief. 
Ho  action  was  taken  as  the  milk  was  found,  on  subsequent 
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“appeal  to  the  cow,”  to  he  deficient  in  fat,  and  it  was 
considered  that  the  purchasers,  paying1  a reduced  price, 
were  not  prejudiced  within  the  meaning  of  Section  2 of 
the  Act.  In  another  case  a sample  purchased  from  a 
retailer  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  milk  fat,  and  a second 
sample,  obtained  in  course  of  delivery,  gave  like  results. 
Upon  “ appeal  to  the  cow  ” the  milk  was  found  to  be 
genuine,  but  this  being  the  vendor’s  first  offence  he  was 
warned  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Another  case  showed  a deficiency  of  non-fatty  solids 
in  a sample  of  morning’s  milk,  and  it  transpired  that 
the  morning  and  evening  milk  were  pooled  at  a dairy  by 
the  vendor  previous  to  pasteurising ; a subsequent  sample 
of  the  mixed  morning'  and  evening  milk  proved  to  be 
genuine.  In  the  other  two  cases  the  milks  were  very 
little  below  standard,  and,  beyond  noting  the  retailers 
for  further  sampling,  no  action  was  taken. 


SHOPS  ACTS. 

Day  and  evening  inspections  numbering  781  were 
made  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Acts.  A new  Act  prohibiting  the  business  of  a 
hairdresser  on  Sundays  came  into  operation  on  1st 
January.  The  administration  of  these  Acts  entails  a 
considerable  amount  of  inspection  work  and  a large 
number  of  interviews  with  tradesmen,  &c. 

20  letters  were  addressed  to  shop-keepers  respecting 
irregularities  in  regard  to  evening  closing1  hours  or  half 
holidays  for  shop  assistants.  4 tradesmen  were 
prosecuted  for  offences  against  the  Shops  (Hours  of 
Closings)  Act. 


RAC  FLOCK  ACT. 

7 samples  of  rag  flock  were  taken  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Analyst.  The  results  were  satisfactory,  and 
all  conformed  to  the  standard  which  permits  of  a maxi- 
mum of  30  parts  of  chlorine  per  100,000  parts  of  flock, 
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FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT. 

In  May,  a circular  giving1  particulars  of  name  of 
Official  Sampler,  &o. , was  addressed  to  all  farmers  and 
others  likely  to  require  analysis  of  feeding  stuffs,  but 
no  requests  for  samples  to  be  taken  were  made.  In  the 
capacity  of  Inspector,  however,  5 samples  of  feeding  stuffs 
were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  as  follows— 

Linseed  Cake. 

Nutted)  Cotton. 

Palm  Kernel. 

Soya  Meal. 

Daily  Cobs. 

The  samples  were  reported  as  satisfactory,  with  the 
exception  of  a slight  excess  of  albuminoids  in  the  cotton 
cake. 


MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT. 

No  samples  were  purchased  under  this  Act,  but 
numerous  inspections  of  premises  were  made  to  secure 
observance  of  Orders  in  Council  requiring'  the  marking 
of  foreign  goods.  2 vendors  were  prosecuted  for  retailing 
imported  tomatoes  which  did  not  hear  a label  denoting 
indication  of  origin.
